JUST AS THE Soviet Union can't 


»cem to help undercutting its own pro- 
paganda victories by disclosing its aims 
of conquest, so it usually realizes when 
it has done this and tries to recapture 
advantages. Possibly that is the light 
in which to view the limited concession 
the Kremlin has made on the subject 
of banning future nuclear tests. Prem- 
ier Khrushchev says ill's all fight to go 
ahead and appoint experts to look into 
the technical problems involved in de- 
tecting violations of a.nuclear ban. He 
tosses in a proviso that the work ought 
to be completed in short order, as if ho 
fears the experts might come to some 
useful conclusions if they deliberate 
too long. 


WHAT PROBABLY is uppermost 


in his mind he discloses by dwelling 
heavily on Russia's .veto of .President 
Eisenhower's Arctic inspection plan. 
The effort to justify suggests Russia 
is smarting from the reversal it suffer- 
ec' before tho world on this issue. Mn 
the nature of things, however, we can't 
afford to assume that this very minor 
concession is meaningless. We have to 
act as if it is the great stirring of the 
glacier, as if the Russians genuinely in- 
tend to edge forward toward some kind 
of nuclcar'disarmamcnt. To the extent 
that hope has been aroused by Khrush- 
chev's note, we may find in a few weeks 
or months that it has been blasted 
afresh. 
. • - • 


BUT IF THE STUDY of the prob-, 


lems of detection docs actually take 
,place, even though no further steps 
follow, we may advance to a fuller un- 
derstanding of this very controversial 
issue. That alone would be gain of no 
little importance, for today there is far 
too much confusion over this vital 
matter of whether effective detection of 
attempted secret nuclear tests is or is 
not possible. Of this Soviet move it 
must he said in the end that it is a good 
deal more than we are usually offered. 
As the Kremlin measures distance, an 
Inch gets to look like a mile. Whether 
it is really even an inch we shall learn 
when the results of this newest propos- 
al are in hand. 


A Faulty Theory 


"THE 
UNITED STATES should' 


have stayed out of the Second World 
War, because Germany and 
Russia 


would have knocked each other out, 
thus saving thousands of American 
lives." This opinion comes from for- 
mer Sen. Burton K. Wheeler of Mon- 
tana, once a leader of the isolationist 
bloc in the Scnat6. This remark indi- 
cates that he has not changed his views 
since his defeat in 1946. The same 
view has been advanced before, but it 
docs not hold water. Hitler all but 
succeeded in conquering Russia, even 
with the lavish aid that we supplied 
the Russians. The Russian attacks kept 
the Germans from concentrating all 
their forces on the West, as they would 
have liked to do. If we had let Moscow 
go unaided. Hitler might very well 
have added Russia's resources to those 
of his own vast domain and would have 
been unbeatable. He might then have 
conquered at his leisure what was left 
of Europe, and finally tackled the 
United States. That would have meant 
a far greater loss of American lives 
than the Second World War brought. 
A New Alibi 


DR. MAURICE Linden, director of 


the mental health division in Philadel- 
phia's public health department, has 
some advice for us on getting ready for 
leisure in later life. Some of his ideas 
ought to find vast and immediate pop- 
ularity. For one. he tells us to set aside 
leisure time early in life—and enjoy it. 
A man would be a fool to resist that 
proposal. It makes such good sense, 
lie says, too. that we ought to "view 
leisure positively" and not feel guilty 
because we aren't working.

WELL. SIR IT developed that 


six years ago Local 1500 of the 
Retail Clerks International As- 
sociation and Local 474 of »he 
Amalgamated Meat Cutters both 
wore trying to organize the sev- 
eral thousand clerks in the A. & 
P. markets centering in Brook- 
lyn. 


The management didn't like the 


idea of unionization, but if it had 
to do busincs with any union, it 
seemed to favor the meat cutters. 
So in 1952 the NLRB ordered an 
election among the grocers to de- 
termine whether they wanted to 
be independent or to Join the 
clerks. 


When the election results be- 


came public favoring the clerks, 
the A. & P. said it couldn't do 
business with them because it 
already had signed with the 
butchers. The formal notices be- 
gan crossing each other in the 
mails.

Two-thirds .of the businessmen 


who replied said it was unfair and 
unnecessary to require a business- 
man to divest himself of stock in 
his company before joining the 
government. The rest favored di- 
vestment only if there was an 
actual conflict of interest.

"The City Council, led by n 
mayor interested in the future 
development of the city for all 
its people, should, I believe, bond 
every effort in this direction. At 
the rate taxable property is 
being removed from the assess 
able base, the tax burden on 
property remaining will become 
unbearable. New dwellings must 
be constructed in the city. This 
can be possible only if new rcsi 
dential sites are made attractive 
by providing streets and other

"In the field of finance, there 


must be greater economy in 
government. In order to keep the 
tax rate from steadily increasing, 
efficiency of operation in every 
department and phase of govern 
mcnt must be the watchword.. 
Every idle moment costs the tax 
payers money. Every piece of 
waste 
cither 
in planning, in 


development or in actual use nnd 
work, adds to the tax burden. 
Failure to plan ahead, and fail 
ure to consult those who know, 
as well as failure to attempt 
closer cooperation between city 


. departments, becomes expensive. 


And in the final analysis, it is 
the taxpayer who bears the bur- 
den. I believe too "that there is 
ample room within the scope of 
our city government to search 
out and find other sources of city 
revenue other than taxes on real 
and personal property. 


"If elected. I am prepared to

BALTIMORE-UTJ-A hearing on 


proposed Blue Cross'rate boosts j 
went into its second day today in 
the wake of a rocky start. 


Blue Cross is scckinR to raise 


its hospitalization rates more than 
20 per cent (or about 80 per cent 
of its more than one million Mary- 
land subscribers. 


At yesterday's session an attor- 


ney for some VOO subscribers 
opposed to the rate increase walk- 
ed out of the hearing after saying 
angrily that Blue Cross was Ret- 
ting preference over subscribers 
•t the meeting. 


Atty. Hyman A. Pressman re- 


turned later and after a ten- 
minute argument was granted 
what he was after—permission to 
question witnesses. 


Deputy Insurance Commissioner 


told Pressman he could question 
witnesses "as long as the ques- 
tions were rclcvent." 


Blue Cross officials told the 


State Insurance Commission that 
It needs the rate increase be- 
cause hospital costs have nearly 
doubled in 10 years and it has 
had to dip into its reserves to 
pay them. 


They cited figures to show that 


the average cost for hospital care 
per day in Maryland has risen 
from 114 in 1948 to $25.58 this 
year. 


Reginald H. Dabncy, executive 


director of the hospitalization 
plan, said Blue Cross "cxperi 
enced a net operating loss of 
more than $300.000 on standard 
certificate business" last year and 
had to draw on its reserves. 


He said this occurred despite the 


fact that operating expenses were 
reduced to a new low of 5.3 per- 
cent of income last year. A study 
by the New York consulting firm 
of Booz, Allen & Hamilton said 
Blue Cross operating expenses 
were "not out of line when com 
pared 
to other hospitalization 


plans." 


Dabney said Blue Cross spent 


96.5 per cent of its 1957 income 
for hospital care. Income from 
standard certificate subscribers 
was $17,552.777,'money spent on 
hospital care totaled $16.930.963 
and the rest went for administra 
(Jon. he said. 


Dabncy also testified that Blue 


Cross drew on contingency re- 
serves'for about $890.000 to meet 
hospital care payments and oper- 
ating expenses in the first four 
months of this year. 


Assuming a rate boost Is not 


granted, he said "we estimate n 
total net Withdrawal from re- 
serves in excess of 2 million dol 
lars." 


He said this means n reduction 


in one year of nearly 40 per cent 
in contingency reserves, n re 
serve he snid was accumulated 
over 20 years at an average rate 
of about $250,000 a year. 


Blue Cross seeks to raise indi 


vidual memberships 50 cents a 
month putting them at $2.60 and 
to raise family rates from $5.30
